References (English Abstracts attached) 

JP 10-159640A: 

This reference discloses a device for determining abnormality 
of an air- fuel ratio sensor by comparing an output value of the air- fuel 
ratio sensor in a certain operational state of an engine with a reference 
value . 

JP 04-8845A: 

This reference discloses a diagnosis device for control system 
of an internal combustion engine, wherein abnormality of two oxygen 
concentration sensors is determined based on a difference in outputs 
of the two oxygen concentration sensors . 

JP-2003-120399A: 

According to this reference, an NOx sensor is determined to have 
the abnormality when a variable waveform of an output value of the 
NOx sensor is deviated from a reference variable waveform, upon 
forcibly varies the air- fuel ratio of the exhaust gas. 
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
